THE ‘ACCIDENT AT

Eightecn Bodies Recovered, 


The Detroit Tribune of Thursday has a few 
additional partioulars in regard to the heart- 
rending accident which occurred at Albion, N. 
Y., on Wednesday last. 


The Orleans County Fair was in progress, and 
one of the attractions incident to*the occasion, 
was a tight-rope performance. A rope was 
stretched from the upper story of a building to 
another on the opposite side of the canal, upon 
which the performer was anneunced to walk. 
In the immediate vicinity the Erie canal was 

7 anhed by au iron bridge, about twelve feet 
e the water., Upou the bridge were as- 
sembled about 500 people and tnree double 
teams. Just as the gymoast was getting out of 
a window to begin his task, the bridge gave 
Way, precipitating all who were on it en masse 
into the water. The scene which ensued, with 
such a large number of mea, women and chil. 
dren thus forcibly precip jitated into one indis- 
criminate mass, bafiles all description. The 
water was from seven to eight feet in depth, 
and those who fell underneath were, of course, 
powerless to extricate themselves, and instant! y 
rished by drowning or suffocation. At the 
ast accounts some eighteen dead bodies had 
been taken out, and it was supposed there would 
be further additions to the fright ul categor 
The numbér injured is not stated, but it will be 
large.

In a tight time 
like the present very many slices of bread go 
without butter, and hence it savors of greedi 
ness for any one to covet butter for both sides 
of their bread. We have a case in point, which 
for the sake of example, and to punish greed 
merely, we trust will be thoroughly hunted 


down. 
It seems that a street called Twelfth street 


exists and has been open as a thoroughfare in 
our city, less open, indeed, than it should have 
been from the encroachments of lumber and 
timber piles, the enterprising owners whereof 
have maintained the same for months in an im- 
punity mysterious to those pure minded citi- 
zens who look upon the sword and other arms 
of justice as being tellingly percussion and ter- 
ribly instantaneous. Justice, too, has usalls 
been drawn with a blindfold. It seems, how- 
ever, that Justice through a policeman, may do 
what the little boys in the game of “‘ blindman’s 
buff” universally agree in pronouncing against, 
for she may “peek,” and peeking see just 
where to extend an itching palm, perhaps one 
basin of her scales.

The obstructions have hved 
on, and the policeman has lived and lived 
well on them. We trust the Mayor 
will look to this, and see that this mat 
ter, about which there can be no mis- 
take it at once rectified. Rotation in office is a 
good thing, and if the Twelfth street beat is 
worth so much, some one else should now share 
it and that incumbent be rotated out. Seriously 
there is in this matter something beyond pleas. 
entry. It ischarged that a regular system of 
bribery to a poticeman has maintained serious 
and positive street nuisances in the quarter re- 
ferred to for months past. If this is so, and our 
information is of undoubted reliability, we have 
this to say, that upon the policeman alone 
should not rest all the blame, cit- 
mens have been law-breakers, and have resorted 
to bribery to maintain the same. Altogether it 
is avery pretty history in these dull times to 
come up from Twelfth street, and deserves no- 
tice and amendment all round.

House, 


A large number of our leading business men 
and members of the Presa visited the new and 
extensive Packing House of G.S.: Hubbard & 
Co. yesterday afternoon. The yards and build- 
ing occupy some four acres immediately below 
Ward’s Rolling Mill, on the North Branch, The 
main building for slaughtering is of brick, 170 
by 65 feet, to which a wing is attached 50 by 30 
feet for the boiler and the rendering establish- 
ment. The buildings are four stories high. A 
track of easy ascent, with high close railing, 
on the outside of the building leads {rom the 
pens to the fourth story, whieh is devoted to 
slaughtering and dressing hogs. From the 
slaughter room they are thrown into a tub of 
water heated by steam, thence lifted upon ta- 
bles where the hair aud bristles are removed, 
then they are hung upon a revolving gambrel 
and what remains of the slaughtering process 
is completed in much less time than we can de- 
scribe it. Hooks in this story are provided for 
two thousand dressed hogs, and there is room 
for as many more. 

An enclosed track also leads from the cattle 
pens to the third story, which is devoted to the 
slaughter of cattle. A noose is thrown around 
their horns, when a windlass brings them grad- 
ually and surely to the “ bull-ring,” and the 
poor animalis slaughtered and dressed in a 
trice. Three hundred, if we mistake not, is 
considered a day’s work for the establishment. 
The main floor is devoted to cutting-and packing 
and the basement to storage. } 

The steam works whieh run through the en- 
tire building are from the establishment of 
Messrs. Hubbard, Walworth & Co., No. 233 
Lake street. They are arranged in an ad. 
mirable manner, and refleet much credit upon 
this well hnown house. While there we saw 
their “Low Water Detector’ in practical opera- 
sg With it we see not how it is possible for 
erty dig to take place, for when the water 
wn to the point where danger is possi- 
ay the steam blows off with a tremendous 
noise, and the most sleepy engineer would be 
aroused to his duty. They have also attached 
to the engine a force pump which, as it is to be 
always ready on the alarm of fire, will throw 
water upon every part of the building. 
The entire establishment will cost from twenty 
to twenty-five thousand dollars. Géntlemen 
who had visited similar establishments in Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville, assured us it was much 
more substantially built and more perfect in its 
appointments than any similar establishment 
in those cities. We need scaraely add that its 
cost is scarcely half what it would have bees 
two years ago. It was designed and superin. 
tended by Mr. V. Rusco and has been built since 
the first of July. 
Messrs. Hubbard & Co., with a wise regard to 
their own success and the welfare of their em- 
ployees, have introduced a system of rules 
which each one is required to sign when he en- 
ters the establishment. We publish them for 
the benefit of other packers, and the conduc- 
tors of large manufacturing establishments. 
They are as follows: 


No one to be permitted to smoke in any 
of the buildings on the premises. 

2d. No smokiug allowed while at work on the 
premises.

Cincinnati still leads ub in the pack- 
ing of pork, but in three, at most in five years, 
Chicago will snatch this laurel from her brow. 
This is inevitable as fate, aod our sister of 


the Ohio may as well prepare to yield gracefully 


to her inevitable destiny. 

We were also indebted to Capt. Clement and 
the Superintendent, Mr. Clark, for a visit to 
Ward's rolling mill, where we saw railroad bars 
rolled in splendid style. We bave no room for 
a description of this establishment. If any one 
wishes to be convinced thatthe city is rapidly 
extending up the North Branch, let him take a 
ride to Ward’s rolling mill and IHubbarc’s pack- 
ing house.
